At the last meeting of the Council of the Faculty of 

Medicine the matter of obtaining some suitable man to take charge of 
the Roentgenological Department in the Toronto General Hospital and at 
the same time occupy a similar position as a member of the teaching 
staff of the University of Toronto, was under consideration. 

Some little time ego, I think, the matter was brought to your atten- 
tion and it was then suggested that the University appointment should 
be made. The idea at that time was to obtain a man who had already made 
a reputation as an expert in X-ray work, but it is now thought that ae 
a junior man of suitable attainments could be obtained, we should have 
him appoiated in charge of the Department and give him every facility to 
become expert in this important work. 

The argument in favour of the junior man was largely based on the 
fact that it would probably be impossible to obtain a suitable man who 
had already made his reputation as a Roentgenologist. A little con- 
sideration of the matter would probably convince one that a senior man 
would only come to us from another institution because he was disgruntled 
with the surroundings, or possibly because the deeietoon wished to 
part with his services and it therefore seemed hopeless to obtain the 
man we wanted along these lines. 

On the other hand it was suggested that had we obtained a junior 


man four years ago, he would already have become an authority on this 


subject because of the large amount of material which is daily available

in the Toronto General Hospital. It is now suggested that we appoint 
such a junior man and I may say that a very good man indeed is in sight 
at present. It is believed that he has the required ability and would 
do excellent work. 

It would be necessary, however, that he should be given every oppor- 
tunity to become proficient in his work, it would probably be necessary 
for him to visit other hospitals and he must become familar with the 
extensive literature on the subject. It would be necessary for him to 
devote his entire time to the Department and he would therefore require 
adequate remuneration for his services, indeed it would he impossible 
to obtain such a man unless he was assured a living income.
